The  public  designation  of  Baptist  Mission- 
gries  for  Burmah,  Siam,  and  the  Madras  Coast 
who  sailed  yesterday  in  the  ship  Louvre,  took  place 
ooSunday  evening  at  Rev.  Dr.  Sharp’s  Church,  in 
Charles  Street.

badly  off  that  there  is  danger  of  doing  anything 
with  him.  Rather  he  should  set  his  wits  at  work 
to  investigate,  and  apply  the  best  and  sp< 

remedy.  Must  not  investigmecand  argue _ _ 

count  of  the  excitement !  Why,  that  is  the  sole 
object  of  persuasive  argument,  to  excite  people 
and  make  them  act.  No  man  will  everact, unless 
he  is  excited  to  it. 

If  abolitionists  were  excited  to  overt  acta,  then 
there  might  be  some  reason  in  the  cry  of— ‘  Peacp, 
peace.’  But  no,  they  are  not  excited,  only  their 
opponents.  This  only  shows  that  the  evil  which 

they  are  attacking  is  great,  and  difficult _ 

remedied.  Is  there  any  other  way  to  correct  and 
remedy  a  moral  evil  than  by  argument  ?  Nay,  i.- 
there  any  possible  woj  of  cflfe*iually  putting 
down  the  wicked  excitement,  than  by  thorough 
investigation  and  argument  ? 

Now,  more  than  ever,  the  evils  of  slavery 
staring  us  in  the  face.  Now,  more  than  ever, 
good  people  are  convinced  that  something  effec¬ 
tual  ought  to  be  set  on  foot  to  remedy  these  evils. 
Now,  more  than  ever,  people  are  willing  to  read, 
and  investigate  the  subject.  Now, 
ever,  Christians  feel  that  the  work  must  be  of  | 
God,  and  are  led  to  the  throne  of  grace.  God 
forbid,  that  abolitionists  should  cease  to  cry  aloud 
and  spare  not— that  they  should  now  be  silent, 
and  let  the  present  favorable  opportunity  pass, 
and  then  commence  their  labors  hereafter,  when 
their  voice  shall  be  but  as  the  idle  wind.  How¬ 
ever  great  may  be  the  present  evils  resulting  from 
abolitionists’  persisting  in  their  present  course, 
every  reflecting  man  among  them  is  convinced 
that  hundred-fold  greater  evils  will  come  upon 
us,  if  they  should  now  withhold.  They  are  per¬ 
suaded  that  “  if  they  altogether  hold  their  peace 
at  this  time,  then  shall  there  enlargement  and 
deliverance  arise  to  the  (slaves)  from  another 
place,  but  they  and  their  father’s  house  shall  be 
destroyed.” 

Anniversary  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
Bangor,  September  9,  1835. 

Mr.  Editor.  Our  Anniversary  took  place, 
Wednesday,  September  9.  On  Monday  evening 
preceding,  An  address  was  delivered  before 
the  Society  of  Inquiry,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Shepard  of| 
Hallowell.  His  subject  was,  “  The  intellectual  and 
moral  qualfications  necessary  to  success  in  the 
Christian  Ministry.”  He  spoke  particularly  of  the 
kind  of  piety  and  of  the  intellectial  training,  which 
was  needed  in  the  ministry  at  the  present  day, 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  It  was  a  rich  discourse, 
plain,  pointed,  and  practical. — He  said  the  min¬ 
ister’s  piety  must  be  genuine,  deep,  fervent,  primi¬ 
tive.  His  mental  discipline  and  furniture  must  he 

any  emergency — any  where  and  any  how.  He 
must  be  a  robust  man,  in  physical,  intellectual  and. 
moral  discipline — bold  for  God  and  trulh,  and 
wholly  devoted  to  his  work. 

On  Tuesday,  the  several  Theological  classes 
were  examined  in  their  respective  studies.  The 
examination  was  satisfactory  to  the  visiters  and 
ereditable  to  the  students  and  to  the  Seminary. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hathaway  of  Bloomfield,*  gave  an  address  before 
the  Rhetorical  Society.  Subject :  “  The  Intellect¬ 
ual  furniture  needed  by  the  religious  Teacher.” 
It  was  a  well  written,  sober  and  useful  discourse.

fles  revolt  against  it — our  citizens  will  never 
tolerate  its  existence  among  them.”  This  is  well 
done.  No  flaw  can  the  most  fastidious  abolitionist 
desire  to  discover  in  either  the  sentiments  or  phrase¬ 
ology.  As  they  solemnly  aver  that  what  they  de- 
Clare  is  “indisputable,”  it  is  due  to  them  that  we  ac¬ 
quiesce,  so  far,  at  least, as  the  numerous  membeis  of  | 
the  Meeting  are  personally  concerned,  and  are  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  sentiments  and  principles  of  their 
fellow  citizens,  lam  happy  in  being  able  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  general  tinth  that  slavery  finds  no 
adeocates  among  our  citizens.”  It  may  be  that  in 
half  a  dozen  cases  I  have  been  told  that  the  negros, 
were  designed  for  slavery ;  but  these  cases  are  so 
unimportant,  1  am  willing  to  leave  them  out  of  the 
account,  and  to  take  the  declaration  of  the  Boston 
meeting  as  “  indisputably  true.”  This  is,  therefore. 

the  state  of  this  affair.  AH  the  citizens  of  Boston, _ 

and  we  may  include  all  New  England,  are  so  far 
from  being  advocates  of  slavery,  that  their  «  princi¬ 
ples  revolt  against  it"— in  other  words,  they  are  nil 
anli-slarery  men  or  abolitionists.  The  prospect  is, 
then,  that  it  will  no  longer  be  accounted  a  reproach 
to  be  called  an  anti-slavery  man,  or  an  abolitionist, 

as,  through  some  misapprehension,  it  has  been.  11 

it  should  be  objected  that  out  fault  lies  in  declaring 
our  sentiments,  we  are  doubly  shielded  against  this 
objection.  First,  we  have  the  broad  shield  of  the 
“  Declaration  of  Independence,"  and  secondly,  the 
shield  of  the  “  Declaration  of  the  Boston  meeting.” 
Our  fathers  not  only  belieced  “  that  all  men  are  crent- 
d  equal,  and  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  cer¬ 
tain  unalienable  rights, among  which  are  life,  liberty 
and  the  puisuitof  happiness,”  but  they  declared  their 
belief  in  the  hearing  of  a  slave-holding  world.  So 
it  is  also  with  our  fellow-  citizens  of  the  Boston  meet¬ 
ing.  They  publish  to  the  world,  to  states  as  well  ns 
slave-holders  the  truth  that  all  they  and  their  fellow 
citizens  are  “  no  advocate  of  slavery,  and  will  not 
tolerate  its  existence  among  them." 

Now,  it  is  said  that  we  treat  alave-holdera  disre¬ 
spectfully,  and  wound  their  feelings  by  declaring 
that  “  our  principles  revolt  against  slavery,”  and 
that  u>e  “  will  not  tolerare  its  existence  nmong  us,” 
equally  guilty  are  the  members  of  the  Boston  meet¬ 
ing.  And  if  it  is  said  that  we  are  chargeable  with 
sending  our  publications  among  the  slaves,  and  there- 
by  endangering  the  peace  of  the  community,  the 
Boston  meeting  are  as  liable  to  this  charge  as  our¬ 
selves;  for  by  sending  out  their  declaration  to  the 
slave-holders,  they  do  all  we  have  ever  done— we 
have  never  sent  a  tract  to  a  single  slave.  If  we  go 
through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land  declaring 
our  sentiments;  so  are  “conservative  meetings," 
being  held  as  widely.  If  we  have  used  denunciatory 
language  against  the  sin  of  slave-holding, the  Boston 
meeting  use  quite  as  strongly  denunciatory  language 
against  the  sin  of  some  of  those  who  declare  that 
“  their  principles  revolt  against  slavery."  The  differ¬ 
ence  here  is  that,  while  the  Boston  meeting  declares 
the  same  thing,  they  denounce  abolitionists  for  pre¬ 
suming  to  declare  it ;  whereas  the  latter  arc  at  least 
consistent  in  holding  principles  which  revollaguinsl 
slavery,  and  declaring  what  principles  they  do  hold, 
and  denouncing  the  sin  against  which  their  principles 
so  revolt. 

If  a  slave  should  happen  to  read,  or  to  hear  read, 
the  declaration  of  the  Boston  meeting  that  “  the  truth 
is  indisputable,  that  slavery  finds  no  advocates  among 
them— that  their  principles  re  volt  against  it,  and  that 
they  will  never  tolerate  its  existence  among  them  ” — 
would  he  not  be  as  likely  to  catch  a  spark  of  liberty 
from  Litis  declaration — (“  firebrand  ?”)  as  from  any 
similar  declarafton  of  “  the  few  abolitionists  ol"  the 
north  ?’*  If  the  reply  is — “  No— the  Boston  meeting 
guard  against  this  by  denouncing  the  abolitionists, 
so  do  the  abolitionists  set  quit.-  as  strong  a  guard 
against  an  abuse  of  their  sentiments,  by  declaring, 
as  they  did  at  the  outset,  that  “  they  will  never  coun¬ 
tenance  the  slaves  in  any  attempt  they  might  make 
to  obtain  their  liberty  by  force.”  (See  declaration 
of  sentiments  made  at  Philadelphia.) 

It  seems,  then,  that  the  Boston  meeting  are  theoret¬ 
ically  and  practically  abolitionists.  It,  however,  it 
be  said  that,  though  the  Boston  meeting  are  anli-sia^ 
very,  they  are  not  in  favor  of  “  immediate  abolitioiF-, 
It  may  be  replied  that  they*" lo  declare  themselves  to 
be  in  favor  of  immediate  abolition,  by  declaring  that 
they  will  never  tolerate  slavery  among  them .  Nation¬ 
al  slavery  does  now  exist  among  us  ;  it  exists  in  our 
national  territory,  onder  our  national  laws,  and, 
therefore,  as  the  Boston  meeting  will  never  tolerate 
it  among  them,  they  must  go  for  the  “  immediate 
abolition  "  of  iton  national  territory.  This  is  ail  that  j 
the  -‘abolitionists”  ask  the  nation,  as  such,  to  do, 
leaving  it  entirely  to  the  several  slave-stalei  to  con¬ 
tinue,  or  to  abolish  the  slavery  which  exists  under  the 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  those  several  states. 

But  again,  the  Boston  meeting  must  go  for  one 
thing  more,  if  “  they  will  never  tolerate  slavery  among 
them.”  We  tolerate  slavery  among  us,  when  we,  by 
our  laws  (do  not  our  laws  authorize  it  ?)  aud  by 
our  civil  magistrates,  arrest  a  runaway  slave  and  re¬ 
store  him  to  tne  man  who*  claims  him  as  his  slave  ; 
for  so  long  as  that  slave  is  held,  as  such,  under  the 
laws  of  Massachusetts,  either  in  the  hands  of  an  offi¬ 
cer  or  of  the  claimant,  we  “  tolerate  the  condition  of  | 
slavery  among  us."  It  does  seem  to  me  that  Boston 
must  call  another  meeting  to  undo, — if  not  “  the 
heavy  burthens  that  the  oppressed  may  go  free,’  — 
what  they  have  done,  or  the  south  will  hardly  re¬ 
gard  them  as  the  conservators  of  their  peace. 

I  would  respectfully  and  seriously  commend  these 
considerations  to  the  early  notice  of  “the  leaders  ot  J 
the  Boston  meeting,  as  well  as  to  our  citizens  gener¬ 
ally,  since  our  masters  command  us  to  make  a  short 
work  of  this  matter.  See, the  following  imperious 
edict  put  forth  in  the  form  ofa  resolution  by  a  pub¬ 
lic  meeting  held  at  Sinithfield,  Va.  on  the  18th  Aug. 

“  Resolved,  that  this  meeting  recommend  to  the 
merchants  of  the  State  to  hold  a  convention  in  the 
city  of  Richmond,  on  or  about  the  1st  of  Dec.  next 
to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  withdraw¬ 
ing  all  trade  or  intercourse,  after  the  1st  of  July  next, 
from  any  city,  town  or  corporation,  where  the  aboli-

in  another  world — and  therefore  it  is  that  I  cannot 
do  such  things.  Since  the  establishment  of  Sab¬ 
bath  sebooie,  sir,  an  entire  generation  has  risen 
into  litis,  aud  1  conceive  that  the  improvement  in 
morals  visible  in  communities  where  sabbath 
schools  exist,  is  owingmore  to  their  influence  than 
to  any  otbsr  single  cause.  The  moral  principles  of  I 
the  Bible  are  incorporated  with  their  earliest  and 
strongest  associations — so  that  they  cannot  be  guii- 
ty  of  open  and  gross  sin*.  Besides  this  direct 
fluence  from  the  Bible,  there  is  supereded  the  «, 
eniog  aud  refining  influence  of  the  Sabbath — 
Sanctuary — the  example  of  the  teachers  aud  pit 
members  pi  the  school.  There  is  aiao  a  power¬ 
ful  influence  exerted  by  means  of  scholar 
leathers  over  irreligious  families.  The  ira 
lions  which  the  children  receive  at  school,  a 
peated  at  home,  and  fathers  and- mothers,  brothers 
and  sisters,  feel  their  effects.  One  of  the  ' 
incidents  in  the  life  of  Robert  RaiUes,  is  i 
ted  by  himself.

21.  Yon  claim,  perhaps,  that  for  nearly  two 
thousand  years,  alcoholic  drink  lias  been  sacra¬ 
mentally  used  without  harm. 

Tins  hartiilessness,  however,  is  far  from  being 
evident.  You  ought,  instead  of  confidence,  to 
have  many  tearful  apprehensions  that  “  the  great 
day  of  the  Lord  ”  will  hold  forth  proof  of  ve-- 
extensive  harm — of  harm  direct  and  indirect, 
suffered  in  consequence  of  taking  alcohol  from 
the  sacramental  cup. 

Remember  the  Corinthians. 

No  man  can  now  tell  the  numbers,  who,  since 
the  ascension  of  Christ,  aud  more  especiatly  wjtii- 
in  the  last  hundred  years,  have  either  begun  oi 
been  confirmed  in  their  career  of  intemp, -ranct 
ahd  death,  at  the  holy  sacrament.  The  snare 
the  process  aud  the  ruin,  are  natural.  A  smuli 
and  feeble  excitement  creates  a  craving  for  that 
which  is  greater  and  stronger.  Every  drunkard 
— it  has  long  been  understood  and  affirmed — 
every  drunkard  entered  by  very  moderate 
almost  imperceptible  beginnings,  “  the  way  that 
led  him  dowu  to  the  chambers  ot  death.”  Wit¬ 
nessing  observers,  too,  can  have  term  encouraged 
and  confirmed  in  the  use  of  sot-creating  drinks, 
by  the  fact,  that  professors  of  righteousness,  when 
repealing  iheir  oath  of  allegiance  to  “  the  King  of] 
kings,”  sealed  the  solemn  act  by  swallowing  the’ 
liquor  which  contains  the  seeds  of  perdition  * 
pora!  and  eternal. 

The  principle  hero  advocated,  is  abnndantly 
sustained  by  facts,  as  well  as  by  reason  and  divine 
revelation.  At  a  county  temperance  meetin 
1835,  aud  in  one  of  the  most  respectable  corn 
of  the  United  Stale*,  the  substance  of  the  follow¬

tinguished  for  worldly  enterprise  ami  prospt 
and  for  general  punctuality  of  attendance  on  tin:

alistinence  from  tlie  drinking  of  liquors  which 
can  cause  intoxication.  People  of  the  world — 
uon-professors  ofluith  and  hope  in  Christ — rtnilil 
consistently,  and  did  very  freely,  sign  this  perfect 
and  unexceptionable  pledge.  Bui  a  humiliating 
ami  deplorable  consistency  conqielled  the  a 
bets  of  the  church  to  withhold  their  signal: 

At  the  Lord’s  table,  and  under  Christian  v 
which  are  those  of  alwolute  temperance,  they 
must  take  an  alcoholic  cup..  By  drinking  a  liquor 
which  they  know  can  sink  the  rational  being  aud 
accountable  moral  agent  below  the  level  of  the 
beasts  of  the  field,  they  must  commemorate  Christ, 
who,  in  his  infinite  wisdom  aud  benevolence,  has 
enacted  a  strict  law,  and  made  it  binding  o  ‘ 
people,  against  intoxicating  drink.  Thus,  to 
ike  reception  of  that  unhallowed  cup,  they 
religiously  repeat  their  most  solemn  engagements 
and  promises  to  avoid  even  “  the  appearatfee  of 
evil.”  - 

In  cases  like  this,  which  of  the  two  parties, - 
that  oftjie  world,  or  that  of  the  church, — suppose 
ye,  refuses,  and  which  of  them  takes,  “the  cup  of 
devils?” 

Upon  a  multitude  oi'  subjects  other  than  the  j 
one  here  considered,  long  continued  practices  art: 
now  justly  exploded  and  relinquished.  No  length 
of  time,  it  is  now  evident,  in  which  wine  j' 
could  intoxicate,  or  any  other  alcoholic  drink,

Those  delusive  emotions  demauil, 
i-cqur  ntiy,  to  be  revived.  This  demand,  how- 
:r,  cannot  have  even  present  satisfaction, — this 
.  -  .’.oration  of  such  fleeting  exercises  cannot  tie 
accomplished  and  realized,  but  by  additional  and 
enlarged  draughts  of  the  poisonous  ingredients. 
If  the  sc  joyous  but  deceptive  emotions — too  often 
taken  for  pious  experience,  and  encouraged  hy 
the  alcohol  drawn  from  the  sacramental  cup — are 
t  recovered  by  repeated  drinking,  and  in  aug- 
nted  quantities,  the  soul  is  not  only  destitute 
of  pleasure,  but  is  positively  miserable.  Piety, 
thus  originated,  is  at  best  factitious,  and  seems,  as 
is  too  often  observed,  to  depend  oil  strong  drink. 
This  is  one  ot  the  ways  ill  which  shame  is  brought 
upon  the  only  religion  that  trains  the  guilty  rebel 
for  pardon  and  salvation.  Such  a  course  of  vain 
exfK-rieiiCFV  mso  niinrcs  me  rnrgTTKrdert  nuA 
'  hfigont,  in  many  instances  it  is  feared,  into  the 
sy  which  leads  down  to  drunkenness  and  ever- 
during  wo. 

Be  water,  therefore,  the  sacramental  cup— loa¬ 
fer,  for  many  invincible  reasons,  and  especially 
because  it  is  the  only  drink  on  which  every 
branch  of  the  church  can  rely,  with  the  assurance 
of  certainty,  that  it  is  incapable  of  producing  de¬ 
ception  by  intoxication.  Moreever,  the  sacra¬ 
mental  tab),  thus  furnished,  presents  no  “appear¬ 
ance  of  evil,”  is  innocent  of  enticements  to  those 
habits  which  terminate  in  death  eternal,  and  bears 
its  testimony  in  full  for  well-being,  by  supporting 
the  high  and  holy  eausc  of  temperance. 

Thus,  Christian  brethren,  and  friends,  lieloved 
Christ,  sec  ure  and  hold  fast  the  sober  and  calm, 
the  rational,  devout,  and  unflisturted  exercises  of 
rleretanriiiig  and  heart.  Remember  that 
this  placid  condition  of  the  mind,  through 
grace,  can  you  receive  and  enjoy  preparation  for 
the  illuminating  and  delightful  indwelling  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  That  the  way  to  the  possession  of 
this  abiding  and  growing  blessedness  may  be 
unembarrassed  and  clear,  exclude  alcoholic  drink 
forever  from  the  symbols  of  your  faith,  and  hope, 
and  salvation. 

Precious,  then,  and  efficient,  will  be  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  Christ’s  body,  the  church,  hy  its  sacra¬ 
mental  cup,  in  hastening  forward  the  perfect 
triumph  of  temperance.  Miglily,  also,  in  the 
hand  of  Zion’s  King,  to  the  pulling  down  of  sin’s 
and  Satan’s  strong  bolds,  will  that  testimony  be, 
and  “  terrible  as  an  urmy  with  banners.”

He  would  mention  one  or  two  facts  which  hail 
fallen  under  his  own  observation,  showing  to  what 
cruel tes  the  slaves  were  continually  exposed.  He 
bad  often  stood  in  liis  father’s  door,  and  beard  the 
sound  of  the  lash  of  the  overseer  ou  the  opposite 
plantation,  mingled  with  the  groans  of  the  stave. — 
That  overseer  was  dismissed  because  it  was  fear¬ 
ed  he  would  kill  off  all  the  negroes  on  the  pfanta- 
He  had  seen  a  woman  laid  across  a  log  and 
_ _ inhumanly  beaten,  who  a  short  time  after¬ 
wards  became  a  mother,  but  her  child  had  gone 
here  slavery  did  not  exist.  A  slave  driver  near 
Louisville,  having  two  women  iu  his  drove,  who 
had  infants  which  were  troublesome,  tore  from 
their  breasts  these  little  ones,  and  sold  them  in  the 
street  for  a  dollar  a-piece.  Such  was  the  treat- 
nent  which  slaves  frequently  received,  and  all 
slaves  were  liable  to  similar  outrages. 

Was  it  not  truethen  that  the  situation  of  hoth  the 
white  men  and  the  black  at  the  south,  was  such  as 
should  excite  ourwotbpassion,  and  call  forth  out 
e.ffor!s  in  tlie  good  cause  of  immediate  emancipa¬ 
tion  ?  He  saw  tlie  storm  gathering,  ready  to  burst 
upon  the  south — religion  wasdead,  ministers  flow- 
out.  and  there  was  trembling  at  even;  ftre-skle, 
no  safety  hut  in  eimincipation.  Should  net 
voices  go  up  in  one  great  swell  to  God  for  help, 
and  roll  south  in  peels  which  would  startle  every 
:-holder  from,  his  slumbers, and  make  him  feel 
now  is  the  accepted  lime,  and  now  is  the  day 
of  salvation  ? 

To  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Allen,  Mr.  T  D.  Weld

Speech  of  Mr.  Alien,  of  llnntsvilie  Alabama, 

*  slaveholder,  or  tlie  son  of  a  slaveholder, — deliv¬ 
ered  before  the  Western  Reserve  Anti-Slavery 

Society,  Aug.  26,  1835. 

Mr.  Alien  presented  a  resolution  which  repre¬ 
sented  the  present  situation  of  the  whites  and  the 
blacks  at  the  South  as  one  of  peculiar  interest 
and  danger,  and  immediate  emancipation  as 
only  ground  of  permanent  quiet. 

It  had  teen  represented  as  hazardous,  he  said, 
to  touch  the  subject  of  abolition.  The  discussion 
of  this  subject,  it  was  said,  portended  ruin  to  the 
country.  But  we.  had  seen  ruin  portending  from 
another  quarter  ot  late.  He  referred  to  the  late  con¬ 
templated  insurrection  at  the  South.  Excitement 
reigned  throughout  tlte  South — all  was  agitation, 
trembling,  terror,  aud  paleness  there.  Fear  was 
on  the.  tip-toe  to  see  what  would  be  the  result. 
The  south  was  all  in  a  broil — danger  was  piled  up 
mountain  high.  The  plot  was  ripe,  the  train  had 
been  laid,  and  the  match  was  just  about  to  he  ap¬ 
plied.  The  whites  could  not  lie  down  and  sleep 
in  peace  for  fear  of  being  massacred. 

He  stood  uj>  here  ns  a  Southern  man,  to  be¬ 
seech  his  brethren  of  the  North,  to  have  compas¬ 
sion  on  the  whites  of  the  South  and  give  them 
no  rest,  until  they  should  by  a  mighty  effort,  ex- 
tricate  themselves  from  the,  jaws  of  the  monster 
which  was  about  to  swallow  them  up. — They 
were  sleeping  upon  a  volcano ;  the  craters  were 
already  opening,  and  they  were  beginning  to 
feel  the  flame.  Dremlful  indeed  must  be  the 
state  of  tilings  at  the  South,  when  such  measures 
as  they  were  pursuing,  were  resorted  to.  Com¬ 
mittees  of  vigilance  were  appointed,  and  every 
man,  black  or  white,  who  fell  under  suspicion  of 
being  implicated  in  the  insurrection?  must  swing 
upon  the  gallows. — Even  Bible  distributers  who 
were  convicted  of  the  crime  of  holding  abolition 
sentiments,  became  the  victims  of  their  vengeance. 
A  young  man  who  wrs  a  member  of  Lane  .Sem¬ 
inary,  with  himself,  was  recently  distributing  the 
Cottage  Bible  in  Tennessee,  and  was  caught  by 
one  of  these  committees,  convicted  of  belonging 
to  an  Abolition  Society  iti  Ohio,  and  of  having  in 
hiH  possession  abolition  newspapers,  stripped,  and 
whipped  twenty  lashes  upon  his  bare  hack,  and 
then  ordered  to  leave  the  State  in  twenty-four 
hours. — In  Mississippi  they  were  hanging  men 
without  any  regard  to  law  or  justice. 

He  remembered  into  what  a  state*  of  conster¬ 
nation  the  whole  south  was  thrown,  at  the  time 
of  the  South  Hampton  insurrection.  In  Hunts¬ 
ville  where  ho  was,  men  turned  pale  and  trem¬ 
bled  when  the  news  came.  In  Now  Orleans, 
every  lime  a  fire  broke  out,  the  soldiery  were 
called  out  for  fear  of  an  insurreciion  among  the 
slaves.  The  laws  with  which  the  slave  states 
were  endeavoring  to  shield  themselves  against 
danger,  proved  how  insecure  they  regarded  them¬ 
selves.  They  were  trying  to  suppress  danger  by 
increasing  their  patrol,  hut  it  was  all  in  vain. — 
They  might  as  weil  attempt  to  stop  up  the  crater 
of  Etna  with  a  cork.  Ha  begged  the  North  t  o 
have  mercy  on  the  slaveholders  of  the  South,  to 
pour  in  light  upon  them,  aud  not  suffer  them  to 
rush  Wind-fold  to  destruction. 

And  then  there  were  the  blacks,  poor  men! — ! 
They  were  hung  in  scores,  many  of  them  probably 
innocent.  AV  ho  that  had  a  heHrt  to  feel,  would  not 
pity  tlie  slave  ?  The  master  trod  upon  his  neck, 
and  treated  him  as  ajliittg  which  had  no  rights. — 
Was  it  not  time  for  ns  to  cali  upon  the  South,  to 
give  us  our  brethren  ?  The  scenes  of  his  early  days 
came  up  fresh  to  his  mind.  The  woman  who  nursed 
him  in  his  infancy,  and  took  care  of  him  in  his 
tender  years,  was  a  slave.  He  remembered,  with 
lively  emotions,  tlie  fruitless  longings  and  despair¬ 
ing  sites  of  his  father’;  slaves  after  liberty.  Aud 
tln-re  they  lay  in  their  chains,  lifting  up  their  eyes 
to  God,  and  the  voice  ot  God  was  coming  down 
to  us,  admonishing  us  to  be  up  and  doing.  His 
father’s  slaves  were  very  unhappy,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  they  were  very  well  fed,  lodged,  and  clothed, 
ami  treated  kindly  in  every  respect.  One  oi  them 
had  said  to  him  on  oue  occasion,  “Wliat  right  has 
yourLather to  enslave  me.'"”  He  umlei-stood  the 
principles  of  *76, and  they  all  sighed  and  cried,  ann 
cried,  and  longed  for  liberty.  He  would  only  par¬ 
ticularize,  the  cases  of  two  females,  mothers,  who 
had  a  number  of  children  each,  and  were  kind  and’ 
affectionate  to  them.  One  of  them  losing  a  child, 
remarked  that  she  was  glad  it  was  dead,  and  wish¬ 
ed,  that  all  tier  children  were  dead.  Upon  beino- 
asked  the  reasons  why  she  wished  her  children 
dead,  she  replied,  that  she  weuld  rather  they  were 
dead,  than  that  they  should  he  slaves.  The  oilier 
lost  a  beautiful  child,  and  sat  weeping  in  great  dis- 
tress  over  her  loss :  under  these  circumstances  he 
found  her,  and  upon  asking  her  some  questions, 
she  replied,  tiiat  perhaps  it  was  as  well  that  the 
child  was  dead,  for  now  it  would  never  know  any¬ 
thing  about  the  troubles  of  slavery.
